ClO Raiding 
In Watsonville 


Signing of a contract between 
the AFL Fruit & Produce Drivers 
Union 890 of Salinas and the Wat- 
sonville. Canning Co. last week put 
a halt, at least momentarily, to 
CIO raiding efforts in the Watson- 
ville area. 

The FTA-CIO had won an NURB 
election at this plant but backed 
out of the election the day before 
voting was to be held.

| “Secretary Henry Wallace was 
|} given partial blame this week for 
President Truman’s signing the 
Hobbs bill to which organized la- 
bor. vigorously objected. 

“The President asked all mem- 
bers of his cabinet to make rec- 
ommendations on whether’ he 
should sign the bill. Only Sec. of 
Labor Schwellenbach recommend- 
ed a veto, it was learned. Wallace 
did not recommend a veto.” 

Although FP did not carry the 
story, it was asked to state that 
there is no truth in the statement 
and, that to the contrary, Wallace 
submitted a written recommenda- 
tion for a veto through the Bureau 
of the Budget. All such cabinet 
'communications are directed 
through the bureau in the execu- 
tive office. 

Among other papers, the erro- 
neous story was carried under a 
two column headline “Wallace 
Failed to Fight Hobbs Bill’ in the 
July 19 issue of the Wage Earner;

Passed by the House over a year 
ago by an overwhelming majority, 
H.R. 7 had been made the current 
business of the Senate after Ma- 
jority Leader Alben Barkley (D., 
Ky.) introduced a motion for clo- 
ture signed by 28 senators. 

By agreement, the Senate voted 
at 1 p.m. immediately after Sen. 
James Mead (D., N.Y.) made a 
brief speech in which he urged that 
two-thirds of the members “give 
us the right to take up this bill by 
giving us cloture. 

“A vote for cloture is a vote for 
the bill. A vote against cloture is a 
vote against the bill,’ Mead de- 
clared. 

“With this vote in our hands,” 
Mead said, ‘‘we will be able to erase 
a blot on our democracy that exists 
here while we fight for it abroad.”

Federal Rent Control Law is En- 
acted, No, 7776. 
Dear Mr. Johnson: ; 

Supplementing our letter of July 
24, 1946, Section 18 of the proposed 
act reads in part: 

“(2) All regulations, orders, price 
schedules, and requirements under 
the Emergency Price Control Act 
of 1942, as amended, and the Sta- 
bilization Act of 1942, as amended, 
which were in effect on June 30, 
1946, shall be in effect in the same 
manner and to the same extent as 
if this act had been enacted on 
June 30, 1946.” 

Consequently, the regulation of 
the OPA requiring that a certifi- 
cate be obtained by the landlord 
before beginning an eviction pro- 
ceeding, except in the cases speci- 
fied in the regulations in effect at 
that time, will be again effective. 
Even though such regulations - 
might not be legally retroactive, 
they will again become operative 
upon the adoption of the act.

Washington, D. C. 
{ Rep. Ellis D. Patterson (D., Cal.) 
introduced a_ resolution § before 
!Congress adjourned calling for the 
'U. S. government to wofk for the 
end of British occupation in Greece 
and the end of the terror in that 
country. 

Patterson's resolution also called 
for annullment of the March 31 
elections as being “fraudulent,” 
and said the U. S. should insist 
that the “government-inspired ter- 
ror in Greece stop, that amnesty 
for all political prisoners except 
collaborators: be granted; that the 
fascistic decrees of June 6 be abro- 
gated and that there be genuine | 
revision of the electoral lists and; 
full freedom to register and vote.” 

The resolution, he said, was in- 
troduced with the help of the Na- 
tional Committee to Win the Peace 
and its leaders, Brig. Gen. Evans 
F. Carlson, USMC (Retired) and 
singer Paul Robeson.

Dept. of Labor handbook “Prin- 
cipal Features of Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Laws” has just been re- 
leased here.

The enactment of a number of 
liberalizing amendments to state 
laws in the past few years made 
the revision, up to June 1, 1946, 
necessary, but the bureau ex- 
plained that despite them, two fea- 
tures remain outstanding: (1) the 
wide variation among states as to 
benefits, and (2) the obvious inade- 
quacies in protection still existing.

There are about, 
half the members of the California state legislature and | 
about half the members of Congress who should be re- 
called, for they do not express the will cf the people and 
they are in league with reaction to hold up progressive 
legislation favored by a majority of the people. 

It is a thousand times better for the recall to be 
abused than for it not to be used at all. Just on general 
principles, it is an excellent thing for constituents’ to 
snake a candidate out of office (or try to) frequently. 
Such action throws the’ fear of God into politicians, re- 
minding them that they are the servants of the people. 


IRON CURTAIN IRONY

exclusively to describe the policies of only one country. | 
It might be well to take a squint at what’s going on in 
the Western Hemisphere: 

In the Dominican Republic there have been no free 
elections since 1930.

In Honduras, the present president took over in 1933. 
Since then there have been no elections or candidates. 

In Haiti there are still no free elections.

Nomination of Edwin G. Nourse 
to be chairman of the new eco- 
nomic advisory council under the 
so-called full employment bill was 
followed by swift Senate confirma- 
tion.

A Biond Wearing Silk Undies 


Causes Big Factory Explosion 


A freak accident, involving a 
blonde, silk underwear and a 
“sweetie barrel,” is reported in the 
monthly bulletin of the State Di- 
vision of Industvial Safety, C. H. 
Fry, chief. 

“Two trained women operators 
in -a manufacturing plant. were 
mixing powdered magnesium and 
potassium perchlorate in a mixer 
commonly called a ‘sweetie barrel.’ 
They ‘were instructing a new em- 
ployee, a sparkling blonde. As they 
were dumping the batch from the 
mixer, the blonde tried to prevent 
a lignite ball from falling out of 
the mixer. 

“In ‘attempting to push the ball 
back a spark of static electricity 


‘jumped from the hand of the 


blonde to the metal barrel of the 


‘mixer. This spark ignited the con- 


tents of the mixer, causing a seri- 
ous explosion. The two trained op- 


the blonde got off with only minor 
burns on one hand. The side of the 
building was blown out.
